Wilmington, Del., June 22—George 


White, colored, who assaulted and kill- 
ed Helen Bishop last Monday was ta- 
ken from the workhouse tonight by a 
mob and burned at the stake and his 
body riddled with bullets. 


The guards at the workhouse made 


a desperate resistance, but the mob of 
2000 overpowered them, rushed 
into 


the building, seized White and started 
with him to Price's Corners, the scene 
of the assault and murder. The mob 
cut all the wires leading to AVilmiug- 
ton, 
five miles away, undoubtedly to 


prevent the summoning of the police. 
On reaching the scene of his crime, 
"White was given an opportunity to 
speak and he confessed to having as- 
sa u I ted the girl. 
He was tied to the 


stake and burned, the mob 
riddling 


the body with bullets. 


The mob was armed with a variety 


of weapons and used railroad ties for 
battering down the doors of the work- 
house. 
The guards inside fired upon 


the mob, but the lynchers pressed on 
and were met with another 
volley. 


Three men and a boy fell, 
seriously 


wounded 
but they were sent to the 


rear. The warden then thought to dis- 
perse the mob \vith the fire hose. The 
mob, however, rushed the guard and 
finding White, dragged him from his 
cell and to the place of execution. He 
was chained to a post about which 
was heaped oil soaked brush and the 
negro burned.

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Attorney Buckingham for Prosecution Had 


Jurors Laughing While He Was 


Speaking Last Evening, 


A BIG CROWD IN THE COURT ROOM 


Introduction of Evidence Finished and Arguments Ate Be- 


ing Made—Mr. Buckingham, Mills, Leforgee 


and Redmon Today. 


The famous McCoole murder 
trial 


will go to the jury tonight. 


The evidence for both sides was all 


Introduced Monday and the attorneys 
began making the opening speeches. 


Judge Cochran consulted with 
the 


attorneys and allowed 
each 
side six 


hours to talk. 


Attorney J. J. Hogan opened for the 


prosecution and Robert 
Vail 
opened 


for the defense. 


A night session was held and large- 


ly attended and Attorney Buckingham 
started a speech which will be com- 
pleted today. 


Court will convene at 8:30 a. m. and 


speeches will be made by I. A. Buck- 
ingham, C. C. Leforgee, I. R. 
Mills 


and W. E. Redmon. 
' Attorney I. A. Buckingham's audi- 
ence at the court room Monday night 
was ore of the most interesting feat- 
.urea of the McCoole trial. 


The case having been finished for 


both sides during the day the argu- 
ments were started. It was decided 
to hold a night session and it was 
strictly Mr. Buckingham's 
evening. 


He was the only one who spoke after 
supper and the audience was all his 
own and he made quite an impression. 


The court room never 
was 
more 


crowded than it was when court was 
convened shortly after 7.30 p. m. The 
crowd was a very different one from 
that which has been seen in the court 
room during most of the time the trial 
was in progress. 


There were many prominent men 


present. Business men who ate not 
often seen in the court room occupied 
front seats. Preachers, and several of 
them, were present and they had seats 
inside of the bar. In fact there were 
many persons allowed Inside of the 
railing as it was impossible for 
the 


crowd to enter tho spectators' part of 
the court room. There were also pres- 
ent doctors, lawyers and other 
pro- 


fessional men and the audience was 
an anxious one and seemed greatly in- 
terested in 'what was said. 


Mr. Buckingham, however, did not 


talk very long. His address extended 
over an hour and a, half and then ho 
asked the court to adjourn until rnoin- 
Ing and said that he would resume his 
speech at that time 
As a matter of 


fact Mr. Buckingham did not 
fancy 


the idea of speaking at night and ho 
objected seriously in the 
afternoon 


when it was announced that 
there 


would be a niorht session find that it 
•was his turn to speak. Mr. Buc king-- 
ham said that the jury would ho tired 
and not willing to listen and what was 
said would bo lost. 


Evidently acting on this belief Mr. 


Buckingham did not attempt to go in- 
to a deep argument of the different 
points of tho case but saved that port 
of his speech until this morning. 


He began by making a presentation 


of the groat importance of human life 
and of the terriblp crime that 
w;ss 


committed when a human life was t:i- 
ken. He did this in a forcible manner 
and devoted the rest of his time mnk- 
!ng the jurors f^el good and at the 
same time weaving around Mrs. P \ i U 
McCoole, the blame for all the lo\e 
making that wag done between her- 
self and MeNier. 


Laughed Hard. 


Mr. Bu(kmgham succeeded in mak- 


ing the jurors f,o to bed in a good 
humor. He made them laugh henitily 
on several ocasions 
When he talked 


about women making love to men hr 
directed his remarks particularly 
to 


John Wilson, the street car motorman, 
and when he suggested that any man 
liked to be told that his face was 
beautiful to look at like MI"!. M< Coole 
told McNier, the attorney slapped the 
knee of th^ man who is not the best 
looking juror of the 
twelve, 
w h i c h 


made the other jurors Unish. 


Color Was Bloody. 


Just after court convened Mr. Buck- 


ingham suddenly appeared befoie the 
juiy. He had on a (lean Bhirt, white 
in color with red stripes «md woi e n 
red and white striped neck tie to mate h 
his shirt. 
One of the attorneys unid 


that Mr. Buckingham had blood color 
in his ey° also, but not so when ho 
began to talk. 
Mr. Buckingham has 


been a fighter in the case from start 
to finish, but whon It came to making 
his speech he was in an 
excellent 


humor. 


All Tired. 


Mr. Buckingham began by telling the 


Jurors that he knew they were all 
tirPd and they looked it. 
lie also 


reminded them that they rind been 
penned up for two weeks nnri prob- 
ably did not have very muc h patience 
hut he asked them to bear with him 
for a. little while. 


The attorney snld that it was unfor- 


tunate but true that the featuie of tho 
case which caused all the people 
to 


gather in the court room WHH the f.u-t 
that the trial involved the qur-stion 
of marriage relations. 
He explained 


that in marriagp 
relations a 
man 


agreed to take care of a woman and 
a woman agreed to stand by a man 
and be true to him. 
If she was not 


true to him the law piovided th.it IIP 
could get a divorce from hpr, but added 
that there was no law which allowed 
Ihe husband to kill another man, not 
even the "higher law" which \\,i«< re- 
ferred to by the attorneys for the de- 
fense. 


The attorney said there was nb law 


Srhlch, allowed a man to kill the Be-, 


ducer of his wife and that such a law 
would not be a good one. 
Mr. Buck- 


ingham went on to tell 
something 


about law and in this connection ho 
explained that from the 
beginning 


there had been law or mips of conduct. 


Thou Shalt Not Kill. 


Then he branched off into the bible 


and quoted a little of the religious 
law. 


"Thou shall not kill," roared Mr. 


Buckingham in tones that made the 
jurois jump m their seats. 
"Can 


you reconcile that with any other law 
of any kind that permits one mun to 
kill another. 
That is the law 
God 


made on the mountain and sent down 
by Moses to the people. 


"There never was a law which al- 


lowed a man to kill the seducer of his 
wife and there never will be. 
The 


only excuse one man has lor killing an- 
other is when his life or his family or 
his property is in danger." 


Mr. Buckingham continued on 
the 


bible subjects and told about the wo- 
man who was caught in the very act 
of adultery. 
The law was that she 


be stoned to death and Jesus told the 
man who was without sin to throw the 
first stone and they all loft and the 
woman was told to "go her way and

Yet McCoole had not 


even caught his wife but just suspect- 
ed and yet ho had Killed McNier and 
h,id taken the laws In his own hands.

lie told the 


jurois that he wanted to inspiie them 
with a stiong feeling ior the majesty 
of the law.

The subject of Mrs. McCoole's ac- 


tions toward McNier was again taken 
up. 
Mr. Buckingham accused her of

Scribner, quit 
her company. 


Mrs. McCoole Did the Chasing. 


"Was it McNier," said Mr. Bucking- 


ham, "who, was culled down by 
his 


friends for running after the Woman? 
No, it was --a-s. McCoole who 
waa 


abandoned by her bosom fi lends on ac- 
count of her running after McNier to 
such an extent that suspicions were 
aioused. 
When you hear the ap- 


peals ot oratory and the 
vehement 


howling that will follow my speech do 
not torget that it was Mrs. McCoole 
who ran to the drug store every day 
to see McNioi." 


Mr. Buckingham said it was a case 


of the woman seducing the man and 
that all the evidence showed such was 
the

men had been led astray by women. 


And when Mr. Buckingham touched 


upon the letters that weie written by 
McNiei and Mrs. McCoole he grew 
eloquent. 
In his most sarcastic vol 


he referred to the letters as "disgusting 
and nauseating," and as a "batch or 
stuff and idiocy," and a "silly lot of 
twaddle." 
It was just such rot, the 


attorney said, as a married man would 
wilte to some woman besides his wife. 
Xo young man would write such stuff. 
McNier had fallen head over heels in 
love, Mr. Buckingham 
said, because 


I he attentions of this woman had been 
IhiusL upon him and he was making 
J I'ool of himself in just the manner 
that married men do sometimes. 


All this bi ought 
forth so 
much 


laughter that Bailiff Hoff was 
kept 


busy wa\ing his arm to keep the pe/c- 
ple quiet. 


To Bed In Good Humor. 


Mr. Buckingham expressed the belief 


that theie had never been any crimin- 
al Intimacy between Mrs. McCoole and 
McNier. 
lle said he thought the cir- 


cumstances were simply that McNier 
had become so madly infatuated that 
he Imd bee ojne insane on the subject 
of Pyile McCoole. 


At this point in his speech Mr. 


Buckingham stopped and 
said 
ho 


would ask the court to adjourn until 
morning when he would resume. 


The Jurors were in the best of hum- 


or and withal the seriousness of the 
scriptural 
quotations that had been 


given them they had enjoyed several 
hearty laughs and went out of the 
court room \fi a better humor than they 
have been since the trial began. 


COLD BLOODED MURDER. 


McCoole Made Up His Mind at Noon— 


Hogan's Speech. 
When the case for both sides was 


finished the attorneys went into the 
jury rooms and held a private consulta- 
tion with Judge C'ochinn. It was de- 
cided that there should be six hours 
allowed lor each side and that a night 
session should be held. 


J. J. Hogan. 
Tho opening lor the prosecution was 
made by Assistant State's Attorney 
John J. Hogan who spoke for a little 
over an hour. Before the speech began 
Judge Cochran announced that thoi e 
must be no demonstrations and that 
the spectators if they wanted to hoar 
the arguments must remain quiet. The 
large cio\\d present behaved very well 
duirng the time that the speeches w e r e 
being made. 


Mr. Hogan began by giving the defi- 
nition of murder, reading it from the 
statute. Ho .said tliat was tho charge 
on which E II. McCoole was being 
tried. He said that Ml. Leforgee in his 
opening statement to the jury had fail- 
ed to state any legal defense for the 
man and that he supposed the attorn- 
eys for the defense would do the s irne 
thing Mr. Lefoigee did at tho .start 
and appeal to the prejudices ot the ju- 
ror s. 


Mr. Hogan 
reminded 
the juiors 
that they swore to try the case by the 
law and evidence and 
not to allow 


themselves to be influenced 
by 
any 


prejudice or feelrnss th.it they inigbt 
ha\,c toward the piisonei. He said fur- 
ther that there had been no 
defense 


stated and that there would be n lot 
of talk about the virtue ot women and 
the ruining of a home. 


Mr. Hogan said further that there 


was a soit of double ban fled delense 
presented 
There hud been nn attempt 
to set up emotional insanity but th.it 
had f a l l e n flat and then (hey s w i t c h e d 
oil and tiled to pyt up a plea of self 
defense 


The attorney showed the Jurois the 


differ ence between murder and man- 
slaughter and said that the fact that 
a woman had committed adultery was 
not a Justification for a minder, lie 
explained that if a man lound his w i f e 
in the act ol adnltorv with another man 
tbe killing would be manslaughter but 
that ,i suspicion of anything of Ihe 


should have been overcome by 
his 
reason and the law'provides that when 
u man has had time to get cool he Is 
not justified in killing another against 
whom he has a grievance. 
Mr. Hogun spoke tit length on the 


Importance of a murder cime and of 
the gravity of the taking of a hu- 
man life. He surd thut it 
was 
the 


worst thing that ,L man could do find 
it the jury should ticqmt this mun they 
would put a stamp of little importance 
on human llfo. 
He mild If 
M< Coole 
waa ;u quitted he would stand irt no 
feitr of the law. 
In conclusion the attorney Bald: 
"Tins was one of the most cowardly 
minders over committed. We 
h.ive 
some lespect for the man who anyH 
thai he is going to kill another man 
and given some warning and does the 
deed in broad daylight, but we do not 
have any respect tor the man who kills 
in the dark. 
"This love aftair and many others 


like it u as a. deplorable affair and we 
do not like to have such things hap- 
pen but it did happen in this case. If 
there was some one killed every time 
th it M liunbund found that his 
wife 
was intinmto with ttome other man 
the murders would be ten times 
as 
many. 


"McCoole bought the revolver before 
he knew anything about the 
letters 


which are supposed to have 
enraged 
him. 
I do not think that as tar as 


the law and evidence is concerned that 
there is the least doubt about thin mun 
being guilty of murder. He hud made 
up his mind to kill McNier at noon of 
the day the shooting took place."

Mrs. 
McNier, 


who certainly deserved the sympathy 
of the jury. 


The attorney explained that in law 


a man was prCHumed to be innocent 
until he was proven guilty and that 
It was the duty of the state's attorney 
to piove the man guilty. He said that 
it was the business of the state's at- 
torney to prosecute 
but 
that 
he 
should be fair about the matter. The 
attorney said further that the law re- 
quired that a man be proved guilty be- 
yond all reasonable doubt. 
Mr. Vail said that the defendant did 
not know ot the growing intimacy be- 
tween his wife and McNier for the 
leason that he was home very little 
and did not notice all the little atten- 
trons which weie noticed by the others 
of the thiee iamilies. 
The evidence showed, tho 
attorney 


said, that Me Nier had gone to Max- 
well, the clairvoyant, and had 
told 


him all of the tacts concerning tho 
lite of Pyrle McCoole and then had her 
go to Maxwell and have her fortune 
told. He chdiged lurther that McNier 
had made up a scheme with Maxwell 
to induce Mrs-. McCoole to give herself 
to him. As is filways the case the hus- 
band waa the last man to find out the 
truth ot what existed between his wife 
mcl McNier. 
The relations had gone 


just as lar as it was possible for them 
to go. 


McCoole fust learned of 
all 
this 
trouble on the Friday before the shoot- 
ing, the day he got his insurance cer- 
tificate and the same day that he got 
the medicine with the glass in it. In 
thp letters it is assumed by McNier 
and Mis. McCoole thnt McCoole was 
in some wny to be gotten rid of. They 
worry about Mrs. McNier, but it look- 
ed like they understood that McCoole 
would be out of the way. He saw this 
and when he went to the house that 
Monday night he could not help but 
think of the bottle of medicine with 
glass in it, the life insurance and the 
threat and exposition of a pistol which 
was made that same morning bv Mr- 
Nier. McNier had exposed his revolv- 
ei and made threats and McCoole got 
i l e v o l v p r and put it In his pocket. He 
did right find any other man would 
have done the same thing. 
Then he 


went to the house he knew that Mc- 
Nier would not go home until probably 
11 o'clock and by going to the house 
at 10 o'clock he had plenty of time to 
get the clothing he wanted nnd get 
away before McNier crime he thought. 
His excuse for going to the house was 
perfec lly plausible. 


The story McNier told In his dying 


statement about leaning over to pet hN 
dog was an unlikely one as the dog 
\\as f o u n d up stairs In a heel room on 
a bed. Had he been at the door be 
would h.ive followed McNier when the 
latter i an av\ ly. 
"There is one thing I want to say," 


said Mr. Vail in closing. "They 
say 


I hut McCoole went to the house to kill 
Me Nier. If that was tho case why did 
he not go to the top of the stairway 
and shoot Me NIPI as he 
came 
up 


stairs, or .stand in his room and shoot 
McNier in the back as he entered his 
room." 


After Attorney Vail's speech it was 


dec tiled to adjourn until 7 30 o'clock to 
hold u tuo hours' night session.
